YOUR TAX BILL

Thank the Sales Tax For Saving You From a
Substantial Boost In Your Tax Rate.
Rate Boosts Offset Reduced Valuations.

An Editorial

Taxpayers within the City of Torrance will pay six
cents less on each $100 of assessed valuation -of their
property this year under the total rate for all purposes
levied last year. This reduction, coupled with the lower-
ing of assessed valuations which average 14 per cent
under last year, will mean a substantial cut in the tax
bill of Torrance property owners.

In- other words,'if your property was assessed at
$2000 last year, your tax bill this year will be reduced
approximately $11.95, or at the rate of approximately 60
cents per $100 of last year’s valuation. However, this
saving is due almost entirely to the shifting of the 65-
cent county-wide school tax from the property owner to
the state. The- state, in turn, is collecting the county
school tax through the 214 per cent sales tax.

It appears from the study of tax ‘rates, that the
savings afforded property owners through the reduction
of assessed valuations have been more than offset by
increased rates. The general county rate has been in-
creased 32 cents per $100 of assessed valuation, the
Torrance municipal rate has been boosted 13 cents, the
) county free library fund. is up two cents, the flood con-
trol rate ‘is raised five cents, and the county sanitation
district No. 5 increased four cents.

When complaining about the much maligned state
sales tax, just remember that had it not been for the
enactment of the Riley-Stewart bill which transferred
the county school tax from the property owners to the
state, your tax rate this year would have been 59 cents
higher instead of six cents lower.

Lomita May Get
Police District
Under New Law

Lomita and other unincorporated
areas of Los Angeles county may
organize a police protection dis-
trict for the enforcement of laws,
independent of the sherifi's office,
according to provisions of a new
state law. The police district will
be organized similarly to the pres-
ent county fire protection districts,
which have chiefs and firemen and
which function as do city depart-
ments.

Formation of at least one such
new district in the county is.prob-
able, in West Hollywood. The act
reads in part as follows:

“The law requires a petition of
at least 51 per cent of the tax-
payers and residents within the
proposed district to the board of
supervisors. Authorizes board to
form a district after a hearing
and to serve as ex-officio” direc-
tors.  Permits levying of a tax
to raise not in excess of $2400 a
year, to be collected as are gen-
eral property taxes.”

Sanitation District
Rate Is Raised 4c¢

Taxpayers in Inglewood, Lennox,
Hawthorne, Lawndale, Gardena,
Torrance, Lomita and other see-
tions served by county sanitation
district No. 5 will pay 4 tax rate
of 26 cents per $100 of assessed
valuation, as against 21 cents last
year, according to the tax levies
fixed by the board of supervisors.

Of the 25 cents, 22 cents will
be for Interest and sinking funds
on bonds, and three cents for
maintenance and operation. The
interest and sinking fund levy on
bonds is seven cents higher than
last year, while the maintenance
levy is three cents lower, a net
difference of four cents higher this
year.

Children Under
Five May Enter

Kindergarten
According to information re-
ceived from the office of the

county counsel, and from Superin-
tendent of School Frank A. Bouelle
by the Los Angeles Kindergarten
Club, children who are four and
a half years of age, may be ad-
mitted to kindergarten as usual,
when school opens, September 11

Recent legislation passed over
the governor's veto of the “kinder-
garten bill” raises the age of ad-

mission from four and a half to
five years, but because of a state
constitutional provision, this law

will not become operative until the
latter part of October, 1933,

Therefore, the younger children
may be enrolled fn the kinder-
garten patronized by citizens of
the school district in which they
are living. And having been ad-
mitted, according to the county
counsel's ruling, they cannot be
ejected. But when the second
semester opens, February 1, the
new law will be effective, and only
the b5-year-old children may bhe
enrolled.

Registration For Night Study

Begins Monday Evening,
September 11

The = Torrance

evening  high
school will open for registration
and possibly for class work .be-
ginning  Monday, September 11,
1933. There is to be no registra-
tion fee charged for enrolling in
most courses, probably for none

that will be offered in Torrance.
The only expenses will be deposits
for books and payment for ma-
terials used in certain classes such
as cooking, sewing, arts and crafts
and woodshop.

All classes will
be housed. in permanent one-story
structures  which have satisfac-
torily  met the requirements, of
state and county officials from
the standpoint of safety. Ample
tacilifies have heen  provided so
that there will be no crowding of
classes and it will not he neces-
sary to shorten the hours of in-

struction or to change the regular
schedule of classes in any way.

A number of new courses are
being offered this year. The In-
tensive Secretarial Training course
has bLeen lengthened to a -full day
course which is offered five days
a week throuzhout the semester.
A new intensive year course in
pre-nursing is  being  offered for
the first time. This course meets
the requirements for entrance into
the various hospitals and nurses
training institutions in the state
of California, and meets the re-
quirements outlined by the state
board of health. Vocational finish-
ing courses are being offered in
auto shop, machine " shop, electric
shop and printing. These courses
meet four hours daily thwousghout
the year. Students conipleting any
of these year courses may receive
a certificate of completion at the
close of the year's training or
may - take the two-year course
leading to junior college gradua-
tion with the title of associate of
arts.  As usual, rexular courses in
general  cgllege  training  which
provide for, the first two years of
college or university training and
permit’ the student to transfer to
four-year institutions in junior
standing are being offered.
